TAX  PROBLEM 
IS  DISCUSSED 


Commission  Told  of  Sharp 
Decline  in  Manitoba's  In- 
come in  Decade 

WINNIPEG.  Nov  30  ^  —Mani- 
toba's Income  declined  so  sharply 
in  the  last  decade  that  a  tax  rate 
equal  to  the  average  for  the  prov- 
Inees  was  actually  40  per  cent 
higher  in  proportion  to  Manitoba's 
income  than  the  average  outside  the 
province.  Dr.  A.  R.  Upgren,  Uni- 
versity of  -Minnesota  economist, 
asserted  bsfofa  the  Bogral  OoombIs- 
sion  on  DomiaHn-l^whwIal  rsla- 
tiorvs  today. 

Dr.  Upgren  held  this  indicated  a 
need  for  some  remedy  to  prevent 
any  partleahv  section  of  the  coun- 
try sufferln^r  unduly  from  natural 
and  economic  disturbances. 

The  decline  In  agriculture  was  out 
of  all  proportion  to  the  decline  in 
business  generaUy  and  the  decline 
in  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan  was 
far  worse  ^lan  in  agriculture  gen- 
erally, he  said.

From  a  financial  standpoint  the  RreatPst  of 
;  problenu  facing  the  Dominion  is  that  of  the 
*yti$hnijt.  8oiii*4dea  of  what  it  meant  ttta  hrnn 
Riven  by  Professor  W.  T.  Jackman.  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto,  ipeaking  in  Klngitoh.  'WKeii 
the  original  roads  that  comprlM  the  Canadian 
National  system  were  taken  over  by  the  Govern' 
ment,  the  funded  debt  due  to  the  public  was 
1810,000,000  and  the  amount  due  on  Dominion 
Oovernment  account  was  $524,000,000.  Last 
year  the  funded  debt  due  to  the  public  was 
$1,185,000,000  and  the  Dominion  Government 
account.  Including  deficit  contributions,  was 
11.948,000,000,  a  toUl  of  more  than  $3,132,000,000. 
Under  national  ownership,  therefore,  the  increase 
In  liabilities  has  been  approximately  $1,800,000.- 
000.  Professor  Jackman  explains  further  that 
between  1917  and  1936  the  loans  and  advances 
Irdm  the  Ooyerximent  to  the  national  system  of 
railways  Increased  from  $ii!5 000.000  to  $731  non.- 
000.  and  the  unpaid  interest  on  these  advances 
fOM  from  $4,000,000  to  $581,000,000. 

These  are  the  figures  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railway  situation.  The  changes  in  the  book- 
keeping of  natkiial  ownership,  dictated  by  polit- 
ical influences  which  led  to  the  "wlpinK  off"  of 
a  large  portion  of  the  railway's  obligations  and 
~  the  "dliiemMlBt''^  the  entire  financial  struc- 
ture, are  de.scrlbed  by  Profc.s.sor  Jackman  as  "a 
piece  of  political  manipulation  and  financial 
iBfldeHty  without  a  paralle}."  No  Juggling  of 
figures  by  IcRislative  act  ion  can  decrca.se  by  one 
lota  the  gravity  of  the  problem.  It  remains  a  fact 
that  43  per  cent  of  the  total  railway  mileage  in 
the  Dominion  carries  less  than  5  per  cent  of  the 
total  net  ton  mlleip.  A  statement  of  the  report 
of  the  Duff  Commission  was  that  "excess  mileage, 
coupled  with  low  traffic  density,  had  contributed 
greatly  to  the  problem."  Canada  provided  three 
transcontinental  railway  lines,  whereas  two  are 
all  that  busihess  can  support. 
^-The  facts  of  the  situation,  which  no  Govern - 
^  rhent  seems  willing  to  face,  are  that  the  Canadian 
National  system  Is  not  operated  economically  and 
the  competition  of  that  sy.stem  makes  tho  rcn- 
nomlc  operation  of  the  Canadian  rucilic  Railway 
almost  Impossible.  It  has  been  the  fact  of  na- 
tional ownership  more  than  anything  el.se  which 
forced  the  Canadian  Pacific  to  suspend  payment 
of  dividends  on  ite- common  stock.  Professor 
Jackman  sees  no  prospect  of  a  betterment  of  the 
financial  outlook  In  the  matter  of  the  railway 
systems  unless  there  is  unlQfatlon  of  manage- 
ment, "  undpr  which  the  net  results  of  operation 
could  be  divided  equitably  and  a  vast  measure 
of  relief  brought  to  the  taxpayer."  It  Is  five  years 
since  a  Royal  Cnmml.sslon  Issued  Its  wa/ning. 
Professor  Jackman  says;  "and  still  the  former 
conditions  prSTall.  with  endless  extravagance  and 
the  waste  of  public  revenues  from  taxation  on 
account  of  pubilcly-owned,  railways.  Political

The  Minister  responsible 
for  seeiiiK  tliat  compulsory  marketing  la  Imposed 
fathers  the  legislation,  which  goes  und/er  the  title 
of  "an  Act  respecting  the  grading  of  fruit,  vege- 
takjoles  and  honey."  The  bill  explains  the  nature 
of  the  inquisition  to  be  followed;  it  Is  of  a  blanket 
variety,  and  through  It  freedom  in  private  enter- 
prise is  annulled  in  relation  to  the  products 
affected.  '  mspectws  under-^narkeUng  control 
are  given  an  authority  that  means  meddling  and 
Interference.  It  is  noti  alone  that  constant  irrita- 
tion la  caused  to  the"  agricultural  Industry  in  the 
Province,  but  the  futile  attempt  Is  made  by 
bureaucratic  power  to  regulate  the  law  of  supply 
and  demand. 

The  new  legislation  is.  in  part,  a»-tlliMipi-4* 


dup^ate  an  authority  already  possessed  and  ex- 
ercised by  the  Dominion  Oovernment.  It  Is  that 

authority  that  iius  tt)  do  with  the  quality  of  aRri- 
cultural  products.  What  the  Provincial  Oovern- 
ment alms  at  in  its  legislation  dealing  with  mar- 
keting control  Is  to  create  a  new  set  of  officials. 
In  Its  opinion  the  more  officials  there  are,  the 
more  votes  are  assured  for  the  party  that  gives 
them  Jobs.  There  is,  therefore,  wherever  possible, 
an  extension  of  bureaucracy  In  the  making  of 
which  examples  are  borrowed  from  Russia,  or 
Germany,  or  Italy  through  the  trend  of  Liberalism 
to  create  an  authoritarian  state.  The  Provincial 
Government  proceeds  in  the  attempt  to  tighten 
the  reUis  of  marketing  control  before  it  Is  deter- 
mined finally  If  it  has  the  power  to  enforce  such 
meddling  with  private  industry  and  enterprise. 


A  corollary  of  any  acqule.scence  In  the  claim 
of  Germany  for  the  retiu'n  of  her  colonies  lost 
in  the  Oreat  War  wlU  logicaUy  be  followed  by 
a  claim  by  Turkey  for  the  return  of  Palestine. 
It  is  only  a  question  of  time  before  this  proposal 
is  put  forward,  and  any  cessions  to  Oermany 
could  hardly  be  ju.stinrd  without  similar  ce.ssions 
to  other  Powers  who  suffered  through  loss  of 
territory  during  1014-1918.  Is  Oreat  Britain  will- 
ing to  give  up  her  mandate  In  Palestine? 


The'oplnldn  seems  to  be  generally  held  through- 
out Canada  that  the  Conservative  Party,  If  it  is 
to  be  adequately  prepared  for  the  next  general 
election,  must  be  reorganized,  and  must  take 
under  serious  consideration  the  problem  of 
policy  and  programme,  and  the  construction  of  a 
platform  to  meet  the  need.s  of  the  day.  It  Is 
noteworthy  that  the  Liberal  press  has  given  a 
good  deal  of  thought  to  the  subject,  and  has  gone 
so  far  as  to  offer  advice  in  th4  circumstances. 
Liberal  newspapers  want  It  to  be  understood  that 
they  are  strongly  in  favor  of  maintaining  the 
two-party  system.  Also  they  exhibit  some  appre- 
hension that  the  new  Con.servatlve  platform  that 
they  look  for  may  be  constructed  on  such  ad- 
vanced and  progressive  lines  as  to  prove  fatally 
attractive  to  those  elements  of  the  population 
that  have  hitherto  looked  to  Liberalism  for 
^Utlcal  inspiration  and  guidance.
